_(Continuéd from Page 1) 
school district has received an ap- 
portionment of about $40 per child 
for. the 150 children residing in 
the Village going to Menlo Park 
schools and a total of $1037 from 
the university, in lieu of taxes, for 
the 1952-53 school year. 

‘In sequence. here’s how the gov- 
ernment muddle took shape: 

During recent years, the Menlo 
Park Elementary school district 
has negotiated for purchase of 10 

_ acres in Stanford Village; on the 
basis that the land eventually will 
he sold to the university,the school 
district has gotten a guarantee 
that Stanford will reserve 10 acres 
as a school site. 

Last year, the geological survey, 
headquartered at the Mint Build- 

«ang in San Francisco, began look- 
ine for a site in this area. 

The Survev eventually agreed 
tn lease two 2-acre parcels in Lin- 
field Oaks for the eventual devel- 
onvment of 140,000 sauare feet of 
office space; the Menlo Park plan- 
ning commission, however, has av- 
vroved only -the location of the 
first 40.000-square-foot unit. 
QUERY YOUNGER 

Meanwhile. last month, the 
school district queried Younger 
concerning means of purchasing 
the school site in Stanford Village 
at the earliest vossible date. 

_ Younger told them, in a letter 
read at this month’s board of trus- 
tees meeting, that the district 
would have to apply for a, release 
ef the land by the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency. 

This week, Herman, head of 
the San Francisco office of the 
agency, said he hopes to get a 
“military hold” on the property 
released in about two weeks, of- 
fering the land for sale to the 
rvniversity at the price paid for 
it in 1943—about $1900 an acre. 

The following telegram was dis- 
patched by the Recorder to Young- 
er Tuesday evening:

There is a giant boondoggle buzzing in the heart of Menlo

Park. Does a boondoggle buzz? Well, anyway it’s put a bee in 
cur bonnet and started us wondering. 

Who is about to be done in, sold out, or otherwise handed a 
saouldy potato prepared over the course of the last seven years 
ly a conglomeration of big and little politicians+both Republican 

nd Democratic—and high-minded citizens? 

[ am referring to the report that Stanford University may soon 
exercise an option to buy some 102 acres of Stanford Viliage from 
the government for $1000 an acre. 


And while one arm of the government is working to give away 


Menlo Park—another agency is working to lease buiidings in 
finficld Oaks—the width of a fence away—on property now selling 
‘or more than $30,000 an acre. 

Explanation of this deal seems to be that Stanford got a con- 
tract with the government during the last war which makes it all 
egal—but for the life of us we can't sce a great deal of difference 
between this and the sort of thing that went on during the 
idarding administration. 

Remember? In those days the government was buying sheets 
at $1.03 at the same time it was selling them as surplus for 26 or 
27 cents. Some prison terms were handed out over that. 

Mortunately the U. S. Geological Survey building in Linfield 
Jaks is only being acquired on lease, but the lease is, we are told, 
in terms of $52,000 per vear. That's not out of line. 

* But to sell 102 acres of land for $102,000—land that could 
asily bring between 10 and 20 times that much on the open 
competitive market—while at the same time paying half that 
sauch for a year’s rental on office space next door. . . |! 

Somebody missed the boat somewhere. We suspect that, once 
again, the somebody was the great American taxpayet. 

Whether or not the citizens of Menlo Park, too, are going to 
be on the dirty end of this deal if it goes through is something 
that only the trustees of Stanford university would know. 

Our local elementary school district has been trying to get LO 
acres set aside for them in the Village. 

Perhaps, if Stanford should take over the land the need of the 
schools would be considered and their 10 acres could be acquired 
‘rom Stanford or simultaneously from the government at a sim- 
ilarly ridiculous figure. 

~ Our city is hopefully planning to zone all of the 102 acres for 
executive, professional office use. Perhaps, if Stanford acquires 
the land—for $1000 an acre—it can sell it again for such a profit 
that beautiful new dormitories can be built over on the campus. 
That would be fine for Menlo Park, but if the present sub- 
standard, ramshackle, wartime temporary housing units are to be 
permitted to remain tntil they dissolve into the adobe they stand 
mn, Menlo Park will be suffering a crueler, more direct blow: even 
than the poor U.S. taxpayer in general. 

In any event, we don't see where HE comes out on the deal.

Veterans who obtain their 
state certificates of eligibility in 
advance gain two advantages, 
Granger said. They save time la- 
ter in appiying for “Cal-Vet” fi- 
nancing for a home or farm; and 
the state has a permanent record 
of the veteran’s eligibility which 
can then be used by his widow 
in case of his death. 

The state’s 32-year-old farm and 
home purchase plan is available to 
veterans who were born in Cali- 
fornia or had a bona fide Califor- 
nia at the time they entered mili- 
tary service. 

Advances of up to $8500 on 
homes and $15,000 on farms are 
offered under the “Cal-Vet” plan 
to veterans whose total proper- 
ty holdings are appraised by the 
state at not more than $11,500 
in the case of a home ‘or $16,500 
in the case of a farm. 

The interest rate on ‘“Cal-Vet” 
farm and home financing has been 
set at three percent since 1946. 


‘More than 290,000 veterans in the 


state have established their eligi- 
bility for the program so far, the 
service officer added. 

Applications for certificates of 
eligibility are available at the vet- 
erans service office, 517 Marshall 
street in Redwood City, directly in 
back of the courthouse.

But notices of proposed assess- 
ments apparently changed the 
minds of many persons who had 
originally ealled for the work. 
PAVING, TOO 

The final project, as outlined in 
the official petitions presented to 
the council and in the plans offer- 
ed by City Engineer Edwin H. 
Smith, involved some six feet of 
additional street surfacing be- 
tween the present pavement and 
the new gutters. 

Assessments proposed by|!, 
Smith would have run at an aver- 
age of about $8 per front foot, plus 
cost of sewer laterals or driveway 
aprons. 

Construction costs, Smith esti- 
nated, would run to $24,292.75, 
with a total project cost of $28,922. 

That these estimates seemed 
unreasonably high was the tenor 
of many statements from the 
floor cf the council chamber 
during the hearing Tuesday 
night. 

“T believe the protests are based 
on this high estimate,” declared 
Vinee Merkhofer, 2096 Menalto. 

Opening of bids during a recess 
in the hearing, however—while it 
reduced Smith’s estimate by bet- 
ter than 10 per cent—did not suf-} 
ficiently reduce costs to cause 
withdrawal of a single protest. 

Low bidder was Joseph McFad- 
den & Son, who quoted a total 
construction price of $21,225.80.
